The Hong Kong Jockey Club’s Ninth Extra Race Meeting, last 


Saturday, 


attracted a very large crowd, which found its reflection 


in the very substantial payments made in the Cash Sweep depart- 
ment. With the.track on the fiery side, racing was keen and, on the 
whole, finishes were quite exciting. 


Great interest prevailed over 
the running of the last race, the 
Kwangtung Handicap, on the re- 
sult of which depended the ulti- 
mate destination of the sum of 
- $88, 963.18, which was the first 
prize in the big sweep. There was 
another feature in this meeting 
which created a good deal of com- 
ment. It was the combined pool 
in the Daily Double. The sum of 
$3,704 was carried forward from 

‘ the last meeting, but it was cer- 
tainly astounding when it became 
known that no less than $19,- 
783.00 was invested with the ob- 
ject of winning the former un- 
paid pool. : 

Mr. Eu Tong Sen was the most -
